Any 
reputed  threat  to  world  peace  could  be  aired 
If  world  opinion  supported  action,  action 
would  follow  in  due  course  If  world  opinion 
did  not  support  action,  further  reviews 
would  ensue.  That  is  a workable  arrange- 
ment Giving  due  regard  to  the  sovereignty 
of  individual  states,  and  also  to  the  un- 
doubted effect  of  informed  world  opinion, 
here  a sensible  balance  is  being  struck.  We  do 
not  question  that  the  arrangement  is  the  best 
(hat  can  be  achieved  at  this.  time,  and  that 
it  is  a new  strength  to  the  Dumbarton  Oaks 
plan  rather  than  the  reverse.

If  it  want*  to  grow  at 
all.  to  become  prosperous  and  popu- 
lous, tiiere  must  also  be  Industries 
to  take  care  of  some  of  the  young 
men  and  aomen  reaching  an  age 
when  there  should  be  something 
ready  lo  keep  thetr  minds  and 
hands  busy.  Full  development  of  a 
port  means  that  industries  find  It 
advantageous  to  be  close  to  sea  as 
well  as  land  transportation.  A big 
harbor  and  solid  Industries  go  to- 
gether. 

There  is  plenty  room  for  the 
establishment  of  certain  Industries 
In  the  Greater  Victoria  area,  in- 
dustries which  win  not  detract  from 
the  charm*  of  tourist  appeal  with 
which  this  part  of  the  world  has 
been  no  liberally  endowed  Conven- 
ient a*  the  turlst  business  is  when 
condition*  are  normal  and  ns  pro- 
ductive of  new  money  a*  It  can  be 
in  some  years,  It  1*  only  seasonal 
at  best  and  can  never  take  the 
place  of  round -the -year  Industries 
In  a community.  Taking  advantage 
of  Its  position.  Victoria  ran  benefit 
from  both  tourist*  and  shipping, 
the  encouragement  of  which,  par- 
ticularly the  latter,  will  no  doubt 
promote  industries,  providing  at 
least  some  measure  of  employment 
for  the  young  boys  and  girls  who 
would  rather  live  in  their  home 
town  than  go  elsewhere  to  make  a 
living

ficially in  the  findings  of  a British  Parlia- 
mentary delegation  that  visited  Buchenwald 
C amp.  a British  White  Paper  in  April  of 
this  year.  For  sheer,  conientratcd  horror 
nothing  tan  equal  the  bare  and  restrained 
record  here.  I he  men  who  could  carry  out 
such  acts  were  not  human,  but  devils  in 
carnatc. 

I he  members  of  the  delegation  included 
Earl  Stanhope  Lord  Addison  and  the  fol- 
lowing members  of  the  House  of  Commons. 
Westminster  Col.  Wickham.  Sir  Archibald 
Southby,  Mrs  I ate.  Mr  Ness  Edwards.  Mr. 
Silverman.  Mr.  Ciraham  White.  Sir  Henry 
Morris- Jones,  and  Mr  Drihrrg  I he  report 
was  presented  to  the  United  Kingdom  Par 
Lament  last  month.  At  page  5.  section  I J. 
there  appears  this  grim  description  of  the 
purpose  of  Buchenwald  ( amp  under  Nazi 
control : 

I he  mortuary  block  consisted  of  two 
floors,  ground  floor  and  basement  Access 
to  the  basement  was  by  a steep  stone  stair 
case,  or  bv  a vertical  chute  below  a trapdoor, 
down  either  of  winch,  we  were  told,  rc 
fractory  or  useless  prisoners  would  be  pre- 
cipitated for  execution.  Hanging  appears  to 
have  been  the  regular  method  of  killing.  In 
a yard,  near  a pile  of  white  ashes,  there  was 
a gibbet  in  the  basement  we  saw  strong 
hooks,  at  a height  of  about  right  feet  from 
the  floor,  and  another  gibbet  We  were  in 
formed  that  there  had  been  more  than  40 
hooks,  most  of  which  the  Nazis  h#d— it* 
moved  hurriedly  before  leaving  We  were 
■hown  a heavy  wooden  club,  about  two  feet 
long,  which  was  sjid  to  have  been  used  for 
knovkmg  out  anv  who  died  slowly.  |t  was 
•tamed  with  blood  The  bodies  were  trans 
ported  from  This  basement  to  the  ground 
floor  crematorium  in  a large  clcatu  lift  . "

*'I  lost  30  pounds  In  ten  weeks 
when  I lived  on  the  average  meal  of 
French  families,''  ahe  stated.  This 
consisted  of  thin  soup,  cauliflower, 
potatoes,  a little  apple  sauce  and 
“national  coffee.''  The  latter  was  a 
mysterious  concoction  with  only  one 
redeeming  quality,  it  did  not  keep 
on*  from  sleeping. 

Because  rations  were  so  slim  and 
food  short  In  the  cities,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  buy  on  the  black  market 
to  keep  children  healthy,  the  speaker 
explained,  whereas  on  this  conti- 
nent the  black  market  dealt  In 
luxuries. 

• The  day  that  there  Is  a minimum 
food  supply  for  all  Prance,  then  80 
per  cent  of  the  black  market  will 
disappear.1*  she  declared.

Nuraea  came  to  realise  that,  without  legal 
recognition,  their  future  and  the  future  of  training  achonla  would 
he  insecure.  It  wn  foreseen  tha*  measures  to  ensure  the  maintenance 
of  standards  of  nursing  preparation  would  be  essential  if  the  quality 
of  nursing  care  available  to  the  public  were  to  be  maintained  and 
improved.  Accordingly,  nurses'  associations  ell  over  the  world  begun 
what  proved  to  be  a prolonged  struggle  to  secure  nurse  registration 
Acta.  Cape  Colony  tn  South  Africa  passed  the  first  law  In  1891. 
Nova  Scotia  was  the  first  Canadian  prrmnre  to  tenure  registratins 
in  1910.  The  legislature  10  all  of  the  provinces  had  passer!  similar 
Acts  by  1922. 

The  registration  of  nurses  it  designed  to  protect  the  public  against 
Incompetent  and  fraudulent  persona  practising  as  nurse*  and  the 
well  qualified  nuraea  against  those  who  are  unprepared.  With  few 
eiceptions,  registration  acta  are  permissive,  that  is.  they  protect 
the  use  of  the  title  "Registered  Nurse"  but  do  not  require  that  a 
nurse  must  be  registered  before  she  may  work.  Manitoba  hat  recently 
passed  a mandatory  act.  which  would  require  registration  or  licensing 
nf  all  who  nurse  the  tick  For  hire.  Similar  legislation  is  being  sought 
by  Registered  N'orsea  Associations  m other  provinces  to  further 
increase  the  protection  of  the  publu 

The  registration  act#  of  all  Canadian  provinces  have  several 
common  feature*.  Each  provide#  for  the  appointment  of  an  adminn- 
fr»tive  bodv,  a board  of  esamirter#,  an  eiecutive  officer  or  officers. 
Each  outline*  minimum  general  education  and  nursing  education 
requirement*  for  candidate*  lot  registration.  On  the  other  hand 
considerable  variation*  tn  standard*  enst  and  frequently  erea'a 
difficult**  for  nurae*  who  with  to  move  from  one  province  to  an 
o* her . In  order  to  alienate  the  diffWiiltira  encountered  by  nurse* 
applying  for  reciprocal  registration,  the  Canadian  Nuraea  Assoria 
non  is  endeavouring  to  effect  a greater  degree  of  uniformity  m 
requirement*  for  entrance  to  schools  of  nursing  and  in  standard* 
of  nursing  education  within  the  arhools.  If  also  i*  studying  the 
powibildy  of  national  registration  examinations.  These  measures 
would  do  much  to  facilitate  reciprocal  registration  bet  ween  province*.

Now  It  is  true  that  many  with 
excess  fat  cannot  nafeiy  take  exer- 
cise, or  at  least  cannot  Lake  enough 
exercise  to  heat  up  the  body  suffi- 
ciently to  use  up  or  melt  the  excess 
lat.  ’ITir.se  Individuals  must  rely  en- 
tirely on  reducing  their  daily  food 
intake  in  order  to  reduce  wright. 

What  about  more  exercise  lor  the 
oxerwrlght  healthy  man  or  woman? 

All  exercise  increases  the  heal  of 
the  body;  the  greater  the  amount 
of  exercise  taken  the  greater  the 
amount  of  heat  manufactured.  If 
thl*  exercise  can  take  the  form  of 
slow  Jogging,  or  running  even  ih 
the  one  spot— stationary  running, 
such  as  double  time  marching -ex- 
cess fat  will  come  off  rapidly.  When 
you  run.  jog,  or  skip  you  throw 
your  entire  weight  upwards  inlo  the 
air,  absolutely  clear  of  the  ground. 
If -you  weigh  150  or  200  pounds  and 
jog  100  steps  you  lift  13.000  to  20.- 
000  pounds  on  the  ground,  that  is 
seven  and  a half  to  ten  tons. 

When  you  Jog.  the  huge  bulk  of 
muscles  In  the  thighs  and  legs  are 
doing  a tremendous  amount  of 
work,  greatly  increasUig  the  amount 
of  heat  manufactured  in  the  body. 
This  heat  burn*  up  tissue,  and  as 
fat  is  not  an  "ariivr'’  igsuc  just 
food  storage— it  is  the  tU&t  tissue 
called  on  to  supply  thl*  extra  heat. 
The  fat  is  thus  actually  burned  up 
or  on  the  body.  , 

Walking  is  not  nearly  a*  effective 
a*  running  or  Jogging,  because  in 
walking,  your  feet,  at  least  one 
foot,  1*  always  on  the  ground,  you 
push  your  weight  forward  at  each 
step  but  not  upwards  or  completely 
on  the  ground.  However  a rapid 
walk  will  reduce  weight  and  remove 
1st  because  a rapid  walk  mean*  a 
lot  nf  work  done  in  a "short"  time. 
Uiu*  more  heat  and  so  removal  or 
some  lat. 

The  running  or  jogging  not.  only 
removes  fat  but  greatly  *1  lengthen., 
heart  and  lungs  Thto  mean*  that 1 
heart  and  lungs  accommodate  one 
another  better  alter,  a few  weeks 
and  the  overweight  is  able  to  in- 
crease the  amount  of  exercise  taken 
This  not  only  reduces  weight  but 
really  invite*  exercise  bemuse  the 
overweight  “feels  like  taking  ex- 
ercise ’• 

Remember  jogging  or  running 
should  not  be  undertaken  bv  the 
ovrrwrtght  unless  the  heart  has 
been  examined  by  the  family  phy- 
alclifh
